It was recently stated from a platform 
that corned beef was becoming exceedingly 

pular in hotels and restaurants in the 
United States. It seems that some lunch- 
rooms and restaurants are gaining an envi- 
able reputation on the corned beef sand- 
wiches or hash that they serve. If chefs 
and hotel managers are discovering the fact 
that corned beef is popular among their pat- 
rons, it is high time that women in the home 
are capitalizing on this knowledge. If our 
men folks order corned beef hash and sand- 
wiches away from home, then we should see 
that they are given these favorites at home. 

Corned beef does give variety to our diet 
and is often a welcome change from fresh 
meats. The best pieces of corned beef are 
pickled briskets. The rump is sometimes 
used, as are the plate, the flank and cross- 
ribs. Meat from fat animals makes choicer 
corned beef than that from inferior animals. 

Most of us get corned beef at the mar- 
ket all prepared, but there are some women 
who pickle and corn beef in their homes. 
If you happen to be one of these, this recipe 
will not be amiss here: 

To Corn or Pickle Beef. 
50 lbs. brisket of beef 
2 gallons water 
4% Ibs. salt 
2 lbs. brown sugar 
2 ounces saltpeter 
1 tbsp. ginger 
1 clove garlic 

After the meat is weighed, cut it up in 
pieces of 3 to 5 pounds in weight and take 
out the bones. Pack pieces in a stone jar 
or a clean hardwood barrel, make a brine 
of the other ingredients and allow it to get 
cold. When cold pour over the meat. 
Weight down with a stone as it is necessary 
that the meat be completely covered with 
brine to prevent molding and subsequently 
spoiling. The meat will be ready to use in 
from 20 to 30 days and can be used out of 
the brine. If the meat is kept over a month, 
parboil the brine and after cooling, pour 
again over the meat. Always keep the 
corned beef in a cool, dark place, as the 
sugar in the brine has a tendency to fer- 
ment if allowed to become warm. 

The salt is used in corning as an astrin- 
gent and has a tendency to make the mus- 
cles dry and hard. The sugar on the 
other hand keeps the muscles __ soft. 
It also adds a pleasing flavor to the 
meat. Saltpeter is also an astringent. 
It is used to preserve the natural color of 
the beef. The ginger and garlic give a de- 
licious flavor. After you once use these 
last two seasonings you will always use 
them. Under no circumstances should the 
meat be corned while it is frozen. When 
the corned beef is removed from the brine 
or pickle it should be washed and it is 
then ready to use in any way desired. 

Those of us who are not so fortunate as 
to have our own corned beef are apt to go 
Into a market and carelessly say: “I want 
a piece of corned beef,” possibly never real- 
izing just through what process the meat 
goes to become “corned.” Some of us have

probably never stopped to realize that corn- 
ed beef is reallv “pickled beef.” A city 
woman once told me when I asked her if 
she knew what corned beef was, that it is 
meat coming from beef that has been fed 
on corn. That was the idea of not only this 
one particular woman, but of several others. 

Corned beef has many possibilities of 
preparation. It will make a glorious New 
England dinner, that meal adored by every 
American man, when properly prepared. It 
can be made into hash, it can be creamed, it 
can be used in stuffing peppers and cab- 
bage, or it may be made into sandwiches. 

New England Boiled Dinner. 
4 lbs. corned beef 
3 carrots (large) 
2 turnips (small) 
1 cabbage (small) 
6 onions (medium) 
6 potatoes (medium) 
1 stalk celery 

Wash the corned beef quickly in cold wat- 
er. (If very salty soak 30 minutes in cold 
water, or let come to a boil, then drain). 
Tie securely in shape if the butcher has not 
already done that. Put on to boil in a large 
kettle well covered. Allow to boil well 5 
minutes. Remove scum, lower fire and cook 
at simmering point until tender, which will 
take 3 hours. At this time add the whole 
vegetables and let these boil for two hours 
with the meat. Serve attractively on a 
large platter with the vegetables ranged 
whole aroung the meat. 

Some of the modern cooks who have 
learned that cabbage is more digestible and 
contains more food nourishment if not cook- 
ed for so long a period of time, put in all 
vegetables with the exception of the cab- 
bage. The cabbage is cut fine just as for 
cold slaw. It is then put in with the corn- 
ed beef and other vegetables the last 7 
minutes of cooking. 

Corned Beef Hash. 
1c. cold cooked 

corned beef 
1 ec. cold cooked left- 

over potatoes 
1 grated onion 
1 tbsp. fat or drip- 

pings 
1 ec. milk 
1 sprig parsley 
Salt and pepper to 

taste. 

Chop the corned beef rather coarse. Chop 
the potatoes. Grate the onion, combine these 
three ingredients. Put fat or drippings in 
a frying pan. Add the mixture and the 
milk and stir constantly until it boils. Sea- 
son, then cook slowly until browned and 
crusty underneath, which will take from 15 
to 20 minutes. Fold over like an omelet and 
serve garnished with parsley, or the hash 
may be served on slices of butter toast and 
garnished with sprigs of parsley and a 
slice of lemon. Poached eggs are also often 
served on top of the hash or at the side of 
the platter. 

Baked Corned Beef Hash. 
2 c. cooked corned beef 


6 cooked potatoes 1 pimento 

1 onion % tsp. salt 

1 green pepper 1 clove garlic 
% tsp. mace % ec. milk 


1 tbsp. Worcester shire Sauce 
4 tbsp. fat or drip- 
pings 
% tsp. paprika 
Chop meat, potatoes and vegetables to- 


gether. Add melted fat and milk. Add 
seasonings. Turn into a greased casserole 
and bake in a moderate oven 4 or 5 minutes. 
Remove from oven and brush the top of the 
hash with a little melted butter. This hash 
is also deilcious when made into flat cakes 
and then sauted on both sides. 

Corned Beef and Beet Hash. 
1 c. cooked corned beef 
1c. cold potatoes 
% c. cooked cold beets. 

Chop all together. Season with salt and 
pepper. Moisten with hot milk, form into 
balls, roll in flour and then fry in fat until 
a golden brown. 

Creamed Corned Beef. 
2 c. cold corned beef 
4 tbsp. butter 
4 tbsp. flour 
\% tsp. salt 
1-8 tsp. white pepper 
2 c. milk 

Melt the butter, add the flour and the 
milk gradually, stirring constantly. Bring 
to a boil. Add seasonings and the two 
cups of corned beef which has been chopped. 
Cook slowly for 15 minutes. This dish can 
be made of remnants of corned beef or any 
odd bits. It is an excellent way to use up 
odd ends of corned beef. 

Corned Beef Sandwiches. 
1 c. cooked cold corned beef 1 tsp. pickle 
1 tsp. mustard 

Put beef and pickle through food chopper. 
Add mustard. Spread the mixture on but- 
tered rye bread, cover with another slice 
and press the sandwich together. 

Peppers Stuffed with Corned Beef. 
6 gr€en peppers 1 c. corned beef 
1 c. cooked rice 

Parboil peppers for 5 minutes. Cook the 
rice and add to the cooked corned beef, 
which has been put through the food chop- 
per. Season and moisten with milk. Stuff 
the peppers with this mixture and put but- 
tered bread crumbs over the top of the pep- 
pers. Place in a baking pan, bake about 
20 minutes in a moderate oven, basting 
with water and butter as they cook. Use 
1 tbsp. of butter to a half cup of hot water 
for basting purposes. Serve as a luncheon 
dish, or for a simple dinner.

Assistant Agricultural Economist. 

Examinations for junior agricultural 
economist and assistant agricultural econ- 
omist will be held throughout the country 
on December 10. They are to fill vacancies 
in the Bureau of Agricultural Economics, 
Department of Agriculture, at entrance sal- 
aries of $1,860 and $2,400 a year, respec- 
tively. Advancement in pay may be made 
without change in assignment up to $2,400 
a year for junior agricultural economist and 
up to $3,000 a year for assistant agricultur- 
al economist. 

The registers of eligibles resulting from 
these examinations will be divided according 
to the following optional subjects: Farm 
organization and cost of production studies, 
farm financial relations, agricultural his- 
tory and geography, land economics, farm 
life studies. For assistant agricultural econ- 
omist a register will also be established for 
the subject of foreign competition and de- 
mand. 

Competitors will be rated on questions on 
each optional subject chosen, a thesis or dis- 
cussion to be presented to the examiner on 
the day of the examination, and education 
and experience.

She is by Blackcap Revo- 
lution and easily went to the head of her 
class. Woodcote’s imported bull Edgardo of 
Dalmeny produced an enviable second in his 
daughter, Elba of Woodcote 5th.

Earl Marshall had another daugh- 
ter, Erica Energy 39th, in seventh place for 
Escher & Ryan and Ames Plantation Eldor- 
ene by Eric 3d of Maisemore made eighth 
place for Ames Plantation. 

The class for Senior Championship might 
easily have been given to either of the con- 
tcstants without criticism from the ringside. 
They were magnanimous specimens, the 
great matren Queen’s Viola K. with calf 
at foot proved Judge Pierce’s ideal and so 
was the fortunate contender.

The seven young herds surely filled the 
ring in a most acceptable manner, they not 
only pleased the judge but they pleased the 
ringside as well, bringing forth an abun- 
dance of kindly and favorable comment.
